Packets  containing  report 
cards  are  usually  the  primary 
concern  to  students  of  Brigham 
Young  University  on  registra- 
tion day.  How  many  students 
have  hesitated  through  their 
glee  or  gloom  to  wonder  just 
how  those  green  slips  found 
their  way  into  the  packets? 

A confusing  but  enlightening 
interview  with  Harris  Craig, 1 
manager  of  the  Machine  Ac- : 
counting  Office  in  the  Maeser 
Bldg.,  disclosed  the  process  of 
delivering  grades  from  faculty  j 
to  students. 

THE  SYSTEM  of  grading  be- 
gins the  day  of  registration 
when  each  student  receives  his 
packet  containing  pre-punched 
International  Business  Machine 
cards.  The  yellow-striped  mas- 
ter card  which  is  also  in  the 
packet  is  the  basis  of  the  entire 
operation. 

All  information  concerning  a 
student  is  computed  on  the  cards 
in  the  form  of  punched  code  pat- 
terns. Copies  of  information 
cards  are  distributed  to  14  points 
on  campus.  (These  cards  also 
facilitate  the  rapid  location  of 
attractive  blondes.) 

When  the  student  completes 
registering,  his  cards  are 
grouped  according  to  classes 
and  stored  until  the  end  of  the 
quarter. 

When  grade'  time  arrives, 
teachers  mark  grades  on  special 
grade  lists  which  are  sent  to  the 
acounting  office  where  they  are 
transformed  onto  grade  cards 
with  an  electrographic  pencil. 

THE  CARDS  are  run  through 
a reproducing  machine  and 
punched  to  convert  the  grade 
into  a code  form.  The  cards  are 
then  run  through  a calculating 


machine  which  multiplies  credit 
hours  according  to  grades.  This 
process  determines  the  grade 
points — and  the  deed  is  done. 


Six  separate  copies  ol  the  re- 
ports are  sent  to  various  desti- 
nations such  as  advisers,  deans 
and  parents. 

The  machines  which  are  com- 


monly called  IBM  machines 
greatly  revolutionize  the  report 
card  printing  operation.  A single 
machine  is  able  to  print  8,800 
characters  per  minute,  whereas
